1 . DPA HAS JUST GIVE US THE FINAL WORKING TEXT OP A PROPOSED 
DRAPT COMMUNIQUE TO BE ISSUED POLLOWING THE SUBSTANTIVE PORTION 
OP THE THE VICE PRESIDENT'S VISIT TO AUSTRALIA, I.E., ON MONDAY 
APTERNOON, MAY 8. THIS TEXT IS STILL SUBJECT TO FINAL REVISION 

BY THREE SECRETARIES OP DEPARTMENTS, YEEND, PRIME MINISTER 
AND CABINET, PARKINSON, DPA, AND SCULLY, TRADE AND RESOURCES, 

AND BY THE CABINET WHICH IS EXPECTED TO GIVE FINAL APPROVAL 
ON SUNDAY AFTERNOON, MAY 7. THE PM WOULD THEN PRESENT THE 
PINAL TEXT TO THE VICE PRESIDENT AT THE MEETINGS AT PARLIAMENT 
HOUSE BEGINNING 10:00 A.M., MAY 8. 

2. WHILE WE HAVE TAKEN TIME POR ONLY A CURSORY READING OP 
THE DRAPT COMMUNIQUE, WE SEE POTENTIAL PROBLEMS IN THE 
POLLOWING PARAGRAPHS. PARA 6, LAST SENTENCE, INDICATING 
THAT THE U.S. WOULD WITHDRAW PROM MTN RATHER THAN 
CONCLUDE AN AGREEMENT WHICH DID NOT COVER AGRICULTURE. 

PARA II, WHEREIN MR. MONDALE "INDICATED THAT THE U.S. 
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IS CURRENTLY REEXAMINING ITS POSITION ON THE COMMON 
PUND WITH THE VIEW TO FACILITATING CONSENSUS." PARA 12, 

POOD PROBLEMS ARE SKIPPED OVER DESPITE REPEATED 

REFERENCES TO THE IMPORTANCE OF AUSTRALIAN FOOD/AGRICULTURAL 

SECTOR AND KNOWN VICE PRESIDENTIAL INTEREST IN THIS 

SUBJECT. AND, PARA 23 WHICH IDENTIFIES THE U.S. "AS A 

SECURE AND EXPANDING MARKET POR AUSTRALIAN BEEP." 
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3. BEGIN TEXT. THE PRIME MINISTER OF AUSTRALIA, THE 
RIGHT HONOURABLE MALCOLM FRASER, C.H., M.P., AND THE 
VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, MR. WALTER F. MONDALE, 

HAVE CONCLUDED CONSULTATIONS WHICH WERE HELD IN CANBERRA 
ON 8 MAY. THE VICE-PRESIDENT'S VISIT TO AUSTRALIA WAS 

PART OP A WIDE TOUR OF COUNTRIES IN SOUTH EAST ASIA AND 
OCEANIA IN HIS CAPACITY AS PERSONAL REPRESENTATIVE OF 
PRESIDENT JIMMY CARTER. DURING HIS VISIT DISCUSSIONS WERE 
HELD BETWEEN THE PRIME MINISTER, SENIOR MINISTERS AND 
THE VICE-PRESIDENT. THE VICE-PRESIDENT ALSO MET A NUMBER 
OF PROMINENT AUSTRALIANS INCLUDING THE LEADER OF THE 
OPPOSITION. 

INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ISSUES 

2. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT AGREED THAT 
1978 WAS AN IMPORTANT YEAR POR THE WORLD ECONOMY. THERE 
WAS ONLY MODERATE GROWTH WITHIN THE OECD COUNTRIES AND 
INFLATION WAS STILL MUCH TOO HIGH IN MOST COUNTRIES. 

RECOVERY AND THE TREND TO INSULARITY IN SOME COUNTRIES 
AND EMPHASISED THE NEED FOR ALL COUNTRIES TO CONTINUE 
WITH THEIR OWN MEASURES TO COMBAT INPLATION AND RESTORE 
SOUND GROWTH. 

MTN. 3. IT WAS AGREED THAT THE CONTINUING GLOBAL ECONOMIC 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DIFPICULTIES UNDERLINED THE IMPORTANCE OF ACHIEVING A 
SUCCESSFUL OUTCOME IN THE MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE OBJECTIVES OP THE TOKYO DECLARATION. 
THEY RECALLED THAT IN PAST NEGOTIATIONS TRADE LIBERALISATION 
HAD CONCENTRATED ON INDUSTRIAL GOODS, AND EMPHASISED THE 
NEED IN THE PRESENT NEGOTIATIONS FOR PARALLEL LIBERALISATION 
OF TRADE IN AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS, WHERE THE EPFECTS OP 
PROTECTIONISM HAVE BEEN NO LESS DAMAGING TO ECONOMIC 
STABILITY AND GROWTH. 

4. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE PRESIDENT NOTED THAT 
WHILE THE FORMULA WHICH HAD BEEN ADOPTED BY INDUSTRIALISED 
COUNTRIES FOR A REDUCTION IN INDUSTRIAL TARIFFS WOULD HELP TRADE 
LIBERALISATION THEY EMPHASISED THAT IT WOULD MAKE ONLY A 
LIMITED CONTRIBUTION TO AN EARLY RESURGENCE OF WORLD TRADE. 
UNDER THE FORMULA, AVERAGE TARIFFS IN THE MAJOR WORLD 
ECONOMIES WOULD BE CUT BY AN AVERAGE OF ONLY ONE HALF A 
PERCENT A YEAR AND COULD BE NULLIPIED BY CURRENCY 
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PLUCTATIONS. UNLESS THESE REDUCTIONS WERE COMPLE- 
MENTED BY MORE POSITIVE PROPOSALS THAN HAD BEEN PUT 
PORWARD TO DATE IN REGARD TO NON-TARIFP BARRIERS AND 
AGRICULTURAL TRADE LIBERALISATION, THE BENEPITS WOULD 
BE CONPINED LARGELY TO TRADE BETWEEN THE HIGHLY 
INDUSTRIALISED COUNTRIES. 

5. IN THIS REGARD THE PRIME MINISTER NOTED THAT ONLY 
ABOUT 5 PERCENT OF AUSTRALIA'S EXPORTS WOULD BENEPIT 

DIRECTLY PROM THE PROPOSED PORMULA CUTS. THE PRIME MINISTER ADDED 
THAT THE OPERS TO AUSTRALIA ON AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS, 

THE AREA OP GREATEST TRADE INTEREST TO AUSTRALIA, WERE 
INSIGNIPICANT. 

6. THE VICE-PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER AGREED 

THAT UNLESS THERE WAS SUBSTANTIVE PROGRESS IN ADDRESSING 
THE PROBLEMS OF AGRICULTURAL TRADE IN THE MTN, THERE 
COULD NOT BE A SUCCESSPUL NEGOTIATION. THEY INDICATED 
THAT AS PARTICIPANTS TO WHOM THIS ISSUE WAS VITAL, THEY 
WOULD WITHDRAW FROM NEGOTIATIONS RATHER THAN CONCLUDE AN 
AGREEMENT WHICH DID NOT COVER AGRICULTURE. 
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EEC 7. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT 
EMPHASIZED THE SIGNIPICANCE OP THE EUROPEAN ECONOMIC 
COMMUNITY TO WORLD TRADE LIBERALISATION. WITHOUT CON- 
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STRUCTIVE SUPPORT BY THE COMMUNITY EEFORTS BY OTHERS 
WOULD BE UNPRODUCTIVE. THEY NOTED THAT IT WAS IN THE 
AREA OE AGRICULTURE WHERE THE ATTITUDE OF THE COMMUNITY 
WAS OE PARTICULAR SIGNIEICANCE. THE PRIME MINISTER 
AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT POINTED OUT THAT SUGAR WAS A 
PRODUCT OP INTEREST TO BOTH DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES AND CALLED ON THE COMMUNITY TO PLAY ITS 
PROPER ROLE IN THIS AREA. 

BEEP 8. THE PRIME MINISTER WELCOMED THE UNITED STATES' 

OPFER IN THE MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATION OP A CON- 
CESSION OF ONE CENT PER POUND ON BEEP BUT NOTED WITH 
CONCERN THAT DEVELOPMENTS IN THE UNITED STATES MIGHT 
ULTIMATELY MEAN THAT THIS CONCESSION WOULD NOT ONLY BE 
WITHDRAWN BUT THAT THERE WOULD BE AN EVEN HIGHER BARRIER 
PUT IN ITS PLACE. HE POINTED OUT THAT SIMILAR ACTION 
HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN TAKEN BY THE UNITED STATES AND WITH- 
OUT COMPENSATION. 

NORTH/SOUTH DIALOGUE 9.THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE 
VICE-PRESIDNET REAFPIRMED THE DESIRABILITY OP DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES TAKING A GREATER ROLE IN THE WORLD ECONOMY. 

THEY NOTED THAT SUSTAINED AND STABLE GROWTH OF DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES COULD MAKE A CONTRIBUTION TO WORLD ECONOMIC 
EXPANSION. THE PARTICIPATION OP DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN 
GLOBAL ECONOMICE DECISION-MAKING SHOULD BE ENHANCED, AND 
OBLIGATIONS TO POORER COUNTRIES BY THE RICHER NATIONS 
SHOULD BE HONOURED. 

10. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDNET AGREED 
UPON THE NEED TO GIVE NEW IMPETUS TO THE NORTH-SOUTH 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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DIALOGUE. IN THIS CONTEXT THE VICE-PRESIDENT REAFFIRMED 
PRESIDENT CARTER'S COMMITMENT TO PROGRESS ON NORTH- 
SOUTH ISSUES AS OUTLINED IN HIS RECENT SPEECH TO THE 
VENEZUELAN CONGRESS. THE PRIME MINISTER EMPHASISED AND 
THE VICE-PRESIDENT AGREED THAT NEW PORMS OP CONSULTATIONS 
BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES SHOULD BE 
POUND AND THAT PRIORITY SUBJECTS FOR SUCH CONSULTATIONS 
SHOULD BE IDENTIFIED. 

COMMON PUND 1 1 . IT WAS RECOGNISED THAT THE STABILISATION 
OP COMMODITY TRADE THROUGH A COMMON FUND AND COMMODITY 
AGREEMENTS AND ARRANGEMENTS WAS INTEGRAL TO THE ORDERLY 
AND SUSTAINED EXPANSION OP WORLD TRADE. THEY AGREED THAT 
THESE WERE ISSUES OP MAJOR IMPORTANCE TO THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES AND REAFPIRMED THAT A SPEEDY AND REALISTIC CON- 
CLUSION TO THE NEGOTIATIONS WAS ESSENTIAL. MR. FRASER 
POINTED OUT THAT, IN RECOGNITION OP THE NEED TO PROMOTE AN 
EARLY AGREEMENT ON THE COMMON PUND, AUSTRALIA NOW SUPPORTED 
THE PRINCIPLE THAT DIRECT GOVERNMENT SUBSCRIPTIONS SHOULD

FORM PART OF THE COMMON FUND'S RESOURCES AND THAT WWHERE 
APPROPRIATE THE EUND MIGHT FINANCE MEASURES 
OTHER THAN BUEFER-STOCKING. MR. MONDALE INDICATED THAT 
THE UNITED STATES IS CURRENTLY RE-EXAMINING ITS POSITION 
ON THE COMMON EUND WITH A VIEW TO EACILITATING CONCENSUS. 
THEY BOTH AGREED THAT THERE WAS A NEED EOR ALL COUNTRIES 
TO WORK ACTIVELY FOR EARLY EINALISATION OF THE NEGOTIATIONS 
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IN UNCTAD ON SPECIFIC COMMODITY AGREEMENTS. 

FOOD 12. MR FRASER AND MR. MONDALE ALSO NOTED THAT 
AUSTRALIA AND THE UNITED STATES, AS MAJOR FOOD PRODUCERS 
AND EXPORTERS, HAD AN IMPORTANT ROLE TO PLAY IN HELPING 
TO COMBAT THE FOOD PROBLEMS OF MANY DEVELOPING COUNTIES 
BOTH AS SUPPLIERS OE EOOD AND OF DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE 
TO THOSE COUNTRIES' OWN FOOD PROGRAMS. 

JAPAN 13. THE PRIME MINISTER NOTED THAT HE HAD 
EXCHANGED VIEWS WITH MR. FUKUDA IN APRIL ON THE GLOBAL 
ECONOMY, THE MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATION AND NORTH-SOUTH 
ISSUES, AND THAT HE UNDERSTOOD THAT MR. FUKUDA HAD DIS- 
CUSSED SIMILAR SUBJECTS WITH PRESIDENT CARTER. THE PRIME 
MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT AGREED UPON THE IMPORTANCE 
OF THEIR RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES' BILATERAL RELATIONSHIPS 
WITH JAPAN. THEY RECOGNISED THE PARTICULAR SIGNIFICANCE 
OF JAPAN'S EFFORTS IN ACHIEVING NON-INFLATIONARY GROWTH 
TO THE WORLD ECONOMY. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE- 
PRESIDENT AGREED THAT BILATERAL AND COLLECTIVE CONSULTA- 
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TIONS BETWEEN AUSTRALIA, THE UNITED STATES AND JAPAN SHOULD 
BE MAINTAINED. 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL ISSUES 

NPT 14. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT 
AGREED UPON THE GREAT IMPORTANCE OF THE NUCLEAR NON- 
PROLIFERATION TREATY (NPT. THEY AGREED THAT THE TWO 
GOVERNMENTS WOULD CONTINUE TO WORK TO ENCOURAGE UNIVERSAL 
ADHERENCE TO THE NPT AND TO STRENGTHEN SAFEGUARDS UNDER 
THE TREATY. THEY AGREED THAT NPT REMAINED THE SOLID 
FOUNDATION OF INTERNATIONAL ACTION DESIGNED TO ENSURE 
THAT THE GROWING CIVIL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY DID NOT 
CONTRIBUTE TO ANY PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS STATES. 
THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT ALSO EMPHASISED 
THAT ACTION TO ACHIEVE THE GOALS OF NPT MUST BE BACKED UP 
BY CONTINUING EEFORTS TO SECURE INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT ON 
INCREASINGLY EFEICIENT NUCLEAR SAFEGUARDS. IN THIS CONTEXT 
THEY PLACED PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE ON THE INTERNATIONAL FUEL 
CYCLE EVALUATION STUDY (INFCE), WHICH WAS CURRENTLY UNDER 
WAY, AND ON THE FIRM COMMITMENT OF AUSTRALIA AND THE 
UNITED STATES AGAINST THE REPROCESSING OF NUCLEAR FUELS 
UNTIL ADEQUATE SAEEGUARDS ON REPROCESSING AND ITS PRODUCTS, 
PARTICULARLY PLUTONIUM, HAD BEEN DEVELOPED AND AGREED 
UPON INTERNATIONALLY. 

ENERGY 15. MR. FRASER AND MR. MONDALE EMPHASISED THE 
IMPORTANCE TO GLOBAL STABILITY OF A REDUCTION IN DEPENDENCE 
ON OIL AS A SOURCE OE ENERGY. THEY AGREED ON THE NEED FOR 
GREATER RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT INTO THE PRACTICAL AND 
SALE UTILISATION OF ALTERNATIVE FUELS TO OIL AND INDICATED 
THAT THERE WOULD BE GREATER CO-OPERATION ON ENERGY 
RESEARCH BETWEEN AUSTRALIA AND THE UNITED STATES IN THE 
FUTURE.INDIAN OCEAN 16. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE- 
PRESIDENT PLACED PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE ON ACHIEVING 
A BALANCED ARMS LIMITATION IN THE INDIAN OCEAN. THE 
VICE-PRESIDENT REAEFIRMED THAT THE UNITED STATES WOULD NOT 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ENTER INTO ANY AGREEMENT ON THE INDIAN OCEAN THAT WOULD 
GUALIEY OR DEROGATE FROM CONTINUING UNITED STATES/AUSTRALIA 
CO-OPERAZYON UNDER ANZUS. 

SOUTH EAST ASIA 17. THE VICE-PRESIDENT REFERRED TO HIS 
TALKS IN MANILA, BANGKOK AND JAKARTA. THE PRIME MINISTER 
AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT REAFEIRMED THEIR GOVERNMENTSS' 
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COMMITMENT TO PEACE AND ECOMOMIC PROGRESS IN SOUTH EAST 
ASIA. IN THIS CONTEXT THEY WELCOMED THE SIGNIFICANT 
CONTRIBUTION WHICH ASEAN WAS MAKING TO THOSE OBJECTIVES. 

THEY ALSO EXCHANGED VIEWS ABOUT THEIR GOVERNMENTS' RESPECTIVE 
PROGRAMS. OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL CO-OPERATION WITH ASEAN. 
INDOCHINA 18. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT 
EXPRESSED THEIR CONCERN OVER THE LOSS OE LIFE, DISLOCATION 
AND DE-STABILISATION THAT ARE THE CONSEQUENCES OF THE 
CONTINUING CONFLICT BETWEEN THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF 
VIETNAM AND KAMPUCHEA. THEY WERE ALSO PARTICULARLY DIS- 
TURBED BY THE REPORTS OF BRUTALITY IN KAMPUCHEA AND IN THE 
CONFLICT WHICH THEY HAD RECEIVED. THE AUSTRALIAN AND 
UNITED STATES GOVERNMENTS WERE CONCERNED THAT UNLESS THE 
SRV AND KAMPUCHEA MADE EFEECTIVE EFFORTS TO SETTLE THEIR 
DIFEERENCES, THE POLITICAL STABILITY ON WHICH PROGRESS 
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AND ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT DEPENDED WOULD 
CONTINUE TO ELUDE THE PEOPLE OF THE SRV AND KAMPUCHEA 
AND COULD HAVE DAMAGING EFFECTS UPON MUTUAL CO-OPERATION 
AND CONFIDENCE IN THE WHOLE OF INDO-CHINA. 

REFUGEES 19. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT 
DISCUSSED THE SITUATION OF INDOCHINESE REFUGEES. THEY 
STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OE AN INTERNATIONALLY CO-ORDINATED 
EFFORT TO RESOLVE THE PROBLEM OE THE REFUGEES. IN PAR- 
TICULAR THEY EMPHASISED THE NEED FOR CO-OPERATION BY 
REGIONAL GOVERNMENTS IN CONTROLLING THE MOVEMENT OF 
BOAT PEOPLE TO AUSTRALIA. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE 
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VICE-PRESIDENT OUTLINED RECENT EFFORTS BY THE AUSTRALIAN 
AND THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENTS TO OVERCOME THE PLIGHT 
OF THE REFUGEES. THEY CALLED FOR THE OFFER OF INCREASED 
SETTLEMENT OPPORTUNITIES AND FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FROM 
OTHER MEMBERS OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND IN THIS 
CONTEXT THEY WELCOMED THE DECISION OF THE JAPANESE GOVERN- 
MENT TO INCREASE ITS CONTRIBUTION TO INDOCHINESE REFUGEE 
RESETTLEMENT PROGRAMS. 

SOUTH PACIFIC 20. THE VICE-PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME 

MINISTER DISCUSSED THE CONSTITUTIONAL ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL 
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DEVELOPMENT OF THE ISLAND COUNTRIES IN THE PACIFIC. MR. 

FRASER AND MR. MONDALE AGREED UPON THE NEED FOR CONTINUING 
AID TO THE PACIFIC COUNTRIES AND FOR AN EXPANSION OF THE 
MACHINERY AND INSTITUTIONS ON WHICH INCREASED CO-OPERATION 
FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN THE REGION 
DEPENDED. IN THIS CONTEXT AUSTRALIA SUPPORTED THE PRO- 
POSED ESTABLISHMENT OF A PACIFIC REGIONAL FISHERIES 
AGENCY AND MEMBERSHIP OF THE AGENCY BY THE UNITED STATES. 
THE PRIME MINISTER EMPHASISED AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT 
AGREED TO THE IMPORTANCE OF THE UNITED STATES AND 
JAPAN EXPANDING THEIR ASSISTANCE TO AND CO-OPERATION 
WITH THE ISLAND COUNTRIES OF THE PACIFIC IN WAYS WHICH 
WOULD COMPLEMENT THE EFFORTS OF AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND. 

CHINA 21. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE PRESIDENT 
AGREED ON THE NEED TO DEVELOP AND MAINTAIN FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS WITH THE PEOPLES REPUBLIC OF CHINA. THE 
VICE-PRESIDENT REAFFIRMED THAT THE UNITED STATES WAS 
DETERMINED TO COMPLETE THE PROCESS OF NORMALISING ITS 
RELATIONS WITH THE PRC ON THE BASIS OF THE SHANGHAI COM- 
MUNIQUE. 

BILATERAL RELATIONS 

22. MR. FRASER AND MR. MONDALE AGREED THAT THE COMMERCIAL 
RELATIONSHIP WAS AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT IN THE TWO COUNTRIES' 
BILATERAL RELATIONS AND PLEGED THEIR GOVERNMENTS TO CON- 
TINUE DEALING WITH BILATERAL ISSUES IN THE TRADE FIELD 

IN THE SPIRIT OF CO-OPERATION AND ACCOMMODATION WHICH 
CHARACTERISES THE RELATIONSHIP AS A WHOLE. 

23. IN REVIEWING BILATERAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS THE 
PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT NOTED WITH 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SATISEACTION THE STEADILY RISING FLOW OF TWO-WAY TRADE 
WHICH HAD REACHED $3,171 MILLION IN 1976/1977. THEY 
RECOGNISED THE GROWING INTERDEPENDENCE OF THE TWO 
COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY THE IMPORTANCE OF AUSTRALIA AS 
A STABLE SUPPLIER OF THE U.S. AS A SECURE AND EXPANDING 
MARKET FOR AUSTRALIAN BEEF. 

24. THE PRIME MINISTER INDICATED THAT AUSTRALIA WHOLE- 
HEARTEDLY SUPPORT THE CONCEPT OF "SUBSTANTIALLY EQUIVA- 
LENT COMPETITIVE OPPORTUNITIEES" WHICH HAD BEEN WRITTEN 
INTO THE U.S. TRADE ACT, AS A PRIME OBJECTIVE OF U.S. IN 

THE MTN AND EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE USA WOULD APPLY

25. THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENT AGREED 

THAT THEIR EXCHANGE HAD FORMED AN IMPORTANT PART OF CON- 
TINUING BILATERAL CONTACTS BETWEEN THE TWO GOVERNMENTS. 
THE PRIME MINISTER SAID THAT THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT 
WAS VERY PLEASED THAT MR. MONDALE HAD BEEN ABLE TO VISIT 
AUSTRALIA. THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT HAD APPRECIATED 
THE PARTICULAR EFEORTS THAT THE VICE-PRESIDENT WAS 
MAKING ON BEHALF OF PRESIDENT CARTER. THE VICE-PRESIDENT 
REEERRED TO THE IMPORTANCE PRESIDENT CARTER ATTACHED TO 
SUCH CONSULTATIONS AND SAID HE WAS PLEASED AT BEING ABLE 
TO PLAY HIS PART IN SUCH EXCHANGES. END TEXT. 

COMMENT: DFA REGRETS THE DELAY IN GIVING US THEIR

THOUGH IT WAS NOT OUR USUAL PRACTICE. DFA SENT A PRO- 
POSED TEXT CLEARED BY OTHER RELEVANT GOA MINISTRIES 
TO PM FRASER ON MAY I. FRASER'S INITIAL REACTION WAS 
TO QUESTION THE NEED FOR A COMMUNIQUE. WHEN TOLD THAT 
THE IDEA HAD ORIGINATED IN HIS OFEICE, HE AGREED TO A 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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COMMUNIQUE BUT SENT IT BACK TO DFA FOR REVISION. THE 
CABINET DISCUSSED THE WORDING OF THE COMMUNIQUE ON MAY 3 
AND 5 BUT REACHED NO AGREEMENT. DFA OFFICIALS WORKED 
THROUGH THE NIGHT OF MAY 5 AND THE MORNING OE MAY 6 ON 
THE ABOVE TEXT WHICH SHOULD BE CLOSE TO THE FINAL WORD- 
ING WHICH PRIME MINISTER IS EXPECTED TO APPROVE THE NIGHT 
OF MAY 7.
